| bring up the ties to the rear, the con- 
;Struction train could lay the track 
'on the ties, but between these pro- 
cesses came a gap which only more 
primitive means of transportation 
could bridge. Unless the mules trans- 
‘ferred the ties from the rear je the 
| front, the whole process was tied up. 
| Behind the consjruction train came 
a second company of the steel gang 
'on foot, completing the work begun 
by the first detachment. The theory 
of speedy construction is to get down 
a maximum [ength of stee! in a mini- 
mum length of time. To this end the 
construction gang merely put the 
raif on the ties and secure it suffic- 
iently to allow the train to run for- 
, ward and shoot out another rail. Be- 
hind come the men who put the ad- 
ditional bolts in the fish-plates, drive 
the spikes and really change’ the 
track from a string of steel along 
which the construction train pursues 
a more or [fess precarious career to a 
reasonably reliable railroad. 

Farther afong the line is the supply 
train bringing from the nearest sup- 
ply depot the materials and tools for 
construction and fooking generally af- 
|ter the welfare and requirements of 
the builders. All along the line, too, 
men in farger or smaller groups are 
to be seen levelling up uneven spots 
and generally improving the road. 
| The traff to the Fort crosses, or 
will cross the track twice, and passes 
, under if once. One crossing will be 
within the city limits, the other at 
the top of the hill near 
| the Fort, where the road heads 
down toward the ferry while the road 
along the bank to the ferry landing 
passes under the bridge. This is as 
yef only a temporary affair, but the 
net work of bridge timbers stretching 
from bank to bank gives a good re- 
presentation of the imposing size and 
general appearance of the permanent 
structure.
